HAPPY HOUSEKEEPER 


We got a distress call last week 
from Tom's niece Carolyn who is 
busy settling her brand new apart- 
ment. Seems she wanted some 
guidance on hanging her pictures, 
so we hastened to her aid. Tom 
claims to be an expert picture 
hanger—he spent a college sum- 
mer as a helper in a New York 
gallery. His advice is sound: After 
you have placed the first picture 
at a point on the wall that is 
slightly above eye level, hang all 
the other pictures so that they are 
| aligned at the bottom edge with 
the first picture. There's an easy 
way to go about this. Once you've 
settled on the base line, measure 
its distance from the floor. Poke a 
yardstick into the true middle of 
the wire on the back of each pic- 
| ture frame and measure the dis- 
tance from the place where it will 
hang on the hook to the bottom of 
the frame. Add this measurement 
to the number of inches from the 
floor to the bottom of the frame, 
and you will find exactly the right 
place to put the picture hook, You 
can adapt this method to align all 
your pictures at the top of their 
frames instead of the bottom, if 
| you prefer. 


I think my favorite of all my in- 
door plants is the pot of green or- 
chids that arrived on Thanksgiv- 
ing Day three years ago. It had sev- 
eral blooms that lasted six weeks 
—all I did in the way of tender 
loving care was to spray it with a 
fine mist of water once or twice a 
day and keep it away from a direct 
blast of heat. When it stopped 
blooming, a friend of mine stored 
it in her greenhouse until the 
next winter, when lo and behold 
it sprouted two new orchids and 
went right back on my coffee table.

And the 
same laws govern all major re- 
modeling projects, too. 

The idea of regulating con- 
struction to assure the health, 
safety and welfare of a com- 
munity is almost as old as com- 
munal living itself. In twelfth- 
and thirteenth-century London, 
people were required to white- 
wash their thatched roofs to resist 
fire. Sixteenth-century Amsterdam 
required official inspection of foun- 
dations before walls and floors 
could be built. In this country, in 
1662, the town of Jamestown, Va., 
prohibited the construction. of 


houses from any materials other 
than brick. 

Conservative estimates today 
indicate that at least 3,500 sepa- 
rate building codes exist in our 
fifty states. Additionally, at least 
1,500 separate planning and zon- 
ing laws exist, giving a total of 
something like 5,000 separate and 
distinct building regulations. In- 
evitably, wide variations have 
cropped up. 

The commonest way to obtain 
copies of the building regulations 
of your locality is through. the 
city, town or village clerk. In some 
places, the clerk will have all the 
documents available. In others, h 
might refer you to several offic 
Be persistent. Collect all pertinent 
booklets (and maps, too). A small 
charge may be made for booklets. 


Read the fine print 
and the footnotes 


After you have everythi 
hand, settle down in an easy chair 
and skim through the documents. 
Mark those paragraphs that deal 
with land use; lot size; front, side 
and backyards; minimum dwell- 
ing are esthestic control; use 
of materials and construction 
methods, plumbing and septic 
tanks, electrical wiring. 

You will learn quickly that 


your community is planned, or 
zoned, for single-family houses, 
for multi-family houses, for offices 
and commercial buildings, for in- 
dustrial or other uses. If at some 
later date you might wish to in- 
corporate a separate apartment 
into your dwelling, either for use 
by a relative or by a renter, now 
is the time to make sure the land- 
use plan will allow this type of 
occupancy. 

The codes usually prescribe 
the minimum land area you will 
need for erecting a certain kind 
of building. Typically, you will 
find land that has been subdivided 
after the date of the ordinance 
will be in compliance with build- 
ing regulations; land subdivided 
before the ordinance may or may 
not be subject to the described 
minimum area requirements. A 
bit of research may be required 
whether your land is

All building regulations will 
specify minimum distances (or 
setbacks) for a house from prop- 
erty lines. Usually these distances 
are expressed in terms of “front- 
yards, sideyards and backyards.” 
You will want to make sure you 
still have a good, buildable site 
after taking into account the land 
you must sacrifice to satisfv set-

back requirements. 

In the case of an existing 
these setbacks are even 
more important because they de- 
termine whether you can put an 
addition on the side, back, front 
—or not at all. Bear in mind that 
such restrictions are commonly 
written into the original subdivi- 
sion covenant and are thus re- 
corded as a part of the deed to 
your property. 

Building regulations usually 
specify the minimum size house 
which may be built ina pasto ular 
neighborhood. Frequently, this is 
stated in terms of area—e.g. “a 
minimum area of 1,500 square 
feet,” or whatever. Make sure you 
understand clearly whether the 
area applies to one floor or to the 
sum of several floors, and whether 
it includes or excludes nonlivable 
areas such as garages and porches. 

Not often, but occasionally, 
restrictions are expressed in terms 
of dollar cost of a house; in a 
given neighborhood, a minimum 
of, say, $20,000 must be invested 
in a new house. With the fluctua- 
tion in building costs, this kind 
of requirement, of course, has 
little meaning. At any rate, the 
purpose is to give some homo- 
geneity to a neighborhood and 
to avoid widely differing real 
estate values in close proximity.

Modern or Colonial? 
The most controversial of 
building restrictions deal with 
esthetics—in short, whether or 
not an architectural design is 
"acceptable" within the context of 
a community's tastes and values. 
The stated purpose of esthetic 
regulations is to avoid monotony 
(such as found in the look-alike 
development houses) and to pro- 
hibit the construction of architec- 
tural monstrosities which could 
spoil a neighborhood. While some 
authorities are skeptical as to 
the legality of these regulations, 
they have been applied success- 
fully in many communities. 

If your town has an archi- 
tectural board of review, find out 
what it has approved and rejected 


in recent years. If you want to 
build a contemporary glass box, 
and the review board has a record 
of approving only Georgian de- 
sign, then you can anticipate a 
choice between fighting the board 
or selecting a site in another 
jurisdiction. 

You will find the great bulk 
of the building code devoted to 
a description of building materials 
and their acceptable uses—gen- | 
erally in language difficult for 1 the 
layman to understand. Important- f 
ly. you will want to discuss any © 
limitations on materials with your | 
architect and builder just to make : 
sure that the materials you want’ 
to use will be acceptable. 

Plumbing, drainage and wat 
ter supply installation require; 
ments are usually quite specifiå 
and, because of the health factor,» 
are rigidly enforced. So, too, are 
rules covering the installation of 
electrical wiring systems, since the 
objective of these regulations is 
to safeguard property and life. — 

The administrative chapter of 
the building code will describe 
procedures to be followed in ob- 
taining a building permit. Tt will 
also describe inspections a build- 
ing official is required to make 


during construction. Usually, 
three inspections are made: when 
the foundations are in place, 


when the rough framing is com- 
pleted and when the whole house 
is erected, just before occupancy. 
Some states require occupancy 
permits—a formal certification 
that all regulations have been 
met and that the house is fit for 
occupancy. 

Building regulations are de- 
signed to protect and safeguard 
the community and everyone liv- 
ing there. How well they do the 
job can only be measured by an 
informed local citizenry. Reading 
and studying your building regu- 
lations and ‘disc ussing them with 
your architect, builder and build- 
ing official should give you some 
idea as to whether your building 
laws are up-to-date or obsolete. 
These laws, like any others, can 
be changed and revised by an 
aroused public opinion.

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The facts and fancies 


of Christmas 


By Gaile Dugas 


The legends and truths about 
Christmas are myriad. They differ 
greatly from country to country, 
and often are contradictory. Here, 
in the form of a quiz, is a collec- 
tion of some of the most interest- 
ing facts and beliefs that surround 
the celebration in various parts of 
the Western World: 


Has Christmas always been legal? 


No. It was abolished both in Eng- 
land and the United States. The 
Roundhead Parliament passed a 
law against the Christmas holiday 
in 1643. (The Roundheads repre- 
sented the Puritans, and the Pur- 
itans regarded Christmas as both 
pagan and Roman Catholic.) The 
English people resented the sup- 
pression of Christmas, but under 
Cromwell’s Puritan dictatorship, 
any show of disapproval was swift- 
ly stamped out, Gradually, the 
people rebelled against Puritan- 
ism, and eventually, in about 1654, 
repealed the law against Christ- 
mas. In this country, in 1659, the 
General Court of Massachusetts, 
again under Puritan influence, 
forbade the keeping of Christmas. 
This law, despite a bitter fight by 
the Puritans to keep it, was re- 
pealed in 1681. 


What is the biggest Christmas 
present in history? 


The telegram sent by General 
Sherman to President Lincoln on 
December 25, 1864, probably 
qualifies for that title. It read: 
“I beg to present to you as a 
Christmas the city of 
Savannah,"

Though no one really knows, the 
chances are very good that a tree 
had significance in pagan cere- 
monies. [t reappears in Germany 
in 1600. Prince Albert, Queen 
Victoria's brought the 
Christmas tree custom with him 
to England, and the Queen fell 
in love with the idea. She chose 
the gifts for the Prince Consort's 
tree and he selected gifts for hers.

Why did Charles Dickens write 
“A Christmas Carol”? 


For money. He had a wife, sister- 
in-law and four children to sup- 
port. One night in October, 1843, 
while he was walking the streets 
of his beloved London, the story 
took shape in his mind. When it 
was published, just six days be- 
fore Christmas, the first edition 
of 6,000 copies sold out entirely 
the first day. 


Did the birth of Christ actually 
take place on December 25? 


Possibly not; authorities disagree. 
Some say that this month is the 
rainy season in the Holy Land— 
thus, the shepherds would not 
have been watching their flocks. 
Other authorities have suggested 
January 6, March 29, April 20, 
May 20 and September 29 as pos- 
sible dates of the nativity.

O. Henry's “The Gift of the Magi" 
would certainly qualify. Like 
Dickens, O. Henry wrote under 
financial pressure, He composed 
this charming Christmas story in 
November, 1905, when he was 
living at 55 Irving Place, New 
York.

the old New York World.

But no matter how commodious 
it looks, a bathroom that does not work properly can be a bitter and 
expensive experience. So that all your work and plans don’t go down 
the drain of disappointment, here are a few rules and regulations 
that you should know about plumbing and plumbing fixtures. 


Where do you buy plumbing fixtures? 


If you have never built a house or remodeled one, you may wonder 
where you buy a lavatory or bathtub. They are not for sale in depart- 
ment stores as are furniture and carpeting. You must buy them from 
the plumbing contractor who will install them. The price he gives you 
allation.

Bathroom fixtures are made of three basic materials—vitreous china, 
cast iron and steel—and the prices vary accordingly. China is the 
most expensive; steel, the least. All toilets are made of china; lava- 
bathtubs are

made only in cast iron and steel. Specific prices are difficult to give 
since costs vary from manufacturer to manufacturer. No matter what 
kind of material is used, colored fixtures will cost a little more than 


those made with a white finish. 


How to handle plumbing repairs 


Most of us feel rather helpless when things go wrong with the plumb- 
ing. Stopped up drains, leaky faucets, distant rumblings of pipes in 
the basement cause understandable concern. The important thin 


to remember is that in most cases you need a professional's help. 
You should know enough about your plumbing system to locate the 
cut-off yalyes so that you can stop flooding from fixtures. But don’t 
try to solve the problem by taking up the handiest wrench and attack- 
ing a leaky pipe. The chances are you'll double the amount of dam- 
age that a plumber will have to fix. If you are curious as to what 
makes things go wrong, here are some common causes and cures. 


LEAKY FAUCETS are caused by worn-out washers which can be re- 
placed. If the new washer wears out quickly (a week or so), this may 
mean that the faucet itself is damaged on the inside and a new one 
is needed. It may have been turned off too tightly. Faucets that are 
in good working order should close completely with just a light twist 


of the fingers. 


POOR WATER PRESSURE can result from too many bends and turns in 
the piping system, too small pipes, or clogging somewhere in the 
system by mineral deposits from the water. The solution usually re- 
quires replacing the piping system. To avoid it, always have the 


plumbing carefully checked by an expert before buying a new house 


or moving into. an apartment. Continued on page 312

Your thermostats 


Where to locate them for greatest comfort 


Once again the heating season is almost here and conditions soon 


will be ideal for playing that great American indoor game, “Adjust- 


ing the Thermostat.” This game can (and probably will) be played 


in almost all houses, whether old or new. Houses built during the last 


forty years are likely to have at least one thermostat, and those of 
recent construction may have two, three or more. 

Usually, the need for adjusting the thermostat for more or less 
heat stems from poor location of the device by the builder, the 
heating contractor or the owner. Sometimes the thermostat is 
placed where it cannot possibly do its job of controlling room com- 
fort. If it is correctly located, there will be little need for frequent 
adjustment. 

A thermostat is simply a temperature-controlled switch which 
can turn on or turn off the heating system in the winter and the 


cooling system in the summer. To provide comfort, the device must 


sense and then control the average 


g 


space. If the thermostat is subject to extra heat (or cooling) which 


air temperature of a room or 


does not affect the surrounding air, the device will not control 
properly and will need constant regulation. 

Basically, the thermostat must be located so that it will not 
be influenced by false heat sources; at the same time it must be 
located so that the natural air circulation will pass over the de- 


vice and make it typical of avera room temperature. The best 


location for a thermostat in a particular house will be found by mak- 


ing an individual analysis of that house and applying the following 


principles: 


1. Locate the thermostat approximately in the center of the area 


it contre 


2. Place on an inside wall, thus eliminating false cooling of the 
thermostat by the cold outside wall. 

3. Place thermostat 5 feet above the floor—a good point in the 
air-flow pattern. At this height, air currents are unhampered in their 
contact with the wall. 

4. Make certain that natural room air circulation will not be 
blocked in reaching the thermostat by irregular wall shapes, open 
doors, furniture or curtains. 


Just as important as the precautions to take in locating your 
thermostat are the pitfalls to avoid. Here are some of them. 


1. Direct sunlight. (Heat radiated to the thermostat via sun- 
light will play havoc with the control system.) 

2. Glass windows or doors. (The thermostat, somewhat like the 
human body, will lose heat to these usually cold surfaces, thus caus- 
ing a false response for additional heat.) 

3. Normal heat sources, such as radiators, registers, etc., and 
floor and table lamps. (Heat from any of these sources will in- 
fluence the thermostat. ) 

4. Supply ducts or heating pipes for other rooms. (Since these 
are generally located in walls, their influence is often overlooked.) 

S. Fireplace. (Avoid direct radiation from fire in fireplace as 
well as effects caused by draft in chimney.) 

6. All heat-producing appliances. (Range, oven, refrigerator, 
washer, dryer, etc.) Continued on page 312

“Today the cult of informality is pervasive,” wrote the late Frederick Lewis Allen a dozen 
years ago. And no one in the early Fifties would have disagreed. “The Big Change” that 
started when the guns of August put a stop to Edwardian elegance had reached its climax. 
Mid-century was the heyday of come-and-get-it barbecues and turkey-and-ham buffets, of 
dungarees and “don’t dress” evenings, of the vanished dining room and sitting on the 
floor. Two world wars, the depression, the decline in servants and the enormous rise in 
building costs had prompted in America a way of living and entertaining as devoid of 
frills as a businessman's lunch. 

In the early Fifties, elegance was suspect per se. On the one hand the word was con- 
fused with formality, on the other hand, with ostentation. “Among the sons and daughters 
of the rich there is a vague, surviving guilt complex," Allen reported. And the guilt com- 
plex appeared to be contagious. It made informality—defined as the antithesis of elegance 
—seem “democratic, unpretentious, friendly." What's more, in the early Fifties the wave 
of conformism was at its peak. Many people were scrupulously informal because they 
were afraid to be anything else. 

Today, H&G is happy to observe that the era of forced, frightened Bohemianism is over. 
People with imagination and courage are daring to be elegant again. They see clearly 
now that to give any less than their best is a poor token of friendliness—and to live 
prosaically when they, don't have to is no more democratic than Marie Antoinette and 
her milkmaids at Le Petit Trianon. 

This change did not, of course, take place in a season. It started when people, visually 
starved by the no-nonsense functionalism of the early postwar years, began to embellish 
their houses with richer, warmer materials, with antiques and artifacts gathered on their 
travels, with fine china and crystal, paintings and sculpture. The trend gained impetus 
when resourceful hostesses began to realize that the lack of servants was no impediment 
to serving a superbly cooked meal from a beautifully arranged buffet, or to seating guests 
comfortably at prettily set tables. And the reaction toward elegance received another 
push this year when the little-nothing dress was finally supplanted in chic by the glam- 
orous long-skirted look for evening parties. 

The new courage to be elegant is founded on imagination and taste—not money nor 
long hours of labor. On a strictly material plane, in fact, new materials, new finishes, 
new equipment have made even traditional elegance more easily attainable today than it 
ever was before, But today’s elegance has nothing to do with formality for formality’s 
sake, It is based on an esthetic: the “refined gracefulness” which is Webster's first 
definition of the word. You will see many facets of it in this issue—in the apartment 
on page 218, in the house on page 260, in the marvelous new kind of party, invented by 


H&G, on pages 224-231. You will be seeing many more examples in the issues to come.

n its own way, the Manhattan apartment of 
E uc Armand Bartos and his wife is beau 
tiful proof of the observation that a classic 
is produced by the co-operation of the author 
and the public. The classic, in this case, is not 
à tome, but a series of rooms. The authors are 
a staggeringly impressive group ranging from 
Picasso to Le Corbusier, and Mr. and Mrs. 
Bartos—very privately—are the public 
The apartment itself is a duplex cliff dwell 
ing not unlike dozens of its ilk—spacious, com- 
fortable, bright and architecturally unidentified 
enough to be lived in in any number of ways 
Any style might be superimposed on it—French, 
Italian, English or Mississippi Steamboat. But 
since the Bartoses are collectors of early twen- 
tieth-century paintings and furniture, the am- 
biance they have created can only be called 
classic contemporary—the period that began 
around 1914 and ended, give or take a little, 
in the Forties. Their paintings, sculpture. and 
chairs are almost all of this period, but their 
taste in rugs and bibelots is refreshingly cath 
olic. In the living room, for example, the Persian 
silk rug with prayer motifs is nineteenth cen- 
tury, but it makes an apt companion for Mies 
van der Rohe's Barcelona chairs of polished 
steel and leather—probably the most famous 
chairs in contemporary design. Next to the sofa 
is a chair designed in 1928 by Le Corbusier. It is 
one of the earliest and best examples of the use 
of tubular steel. A stunning three-dimensional 
composition of paintings, sculpture and bibelots 
glorifies one whole wall of the room. At one 


end of it, a Brancusi bronze, dramatized by its 


elevation on a tall handsome pedestal, serves as 
a prelude to two equally illustrious paintings 


a large Joan Miró and a Juan Gris. Below them, 


on a large marble bench, is a procession of fig- 
ures that begins with a Japanese bronze and ends, 
about a thousand years later, with a shadow-box 


collage by Joseph (Continued on page 221)

Cornell. Mr. Bartos is an architect without as 
much time for domestic architecture as he would 
like (he is far too busy being what architects call 


a general practitioner), but he gets a certain 


amount of comparable satisfaction from desi 


ing furniture. Both the dining table and the side- 
board in the dining room took shape on his draw- 
ing board (they date back to 1949) . Of steel and 
ash burl, an intricately grained wood the color 
of amber, both pieces have extraordinary ele- 


gance. The table extends to seat sixteen; the 


marble-topped sideboard consists of four sec- 
tions—three with vari-sized drawers to accom- 
modate different kinds of linen (deep drawers 
for cloths, shallow ones for mats of varied 
shape). The fourth section is vertically com- 
partmented for trays. In another part of the 
room is a chest-on-legs fitted to hold silver flat- 


ware and a battery of serving pieces. 


The dining chairs were designed by Marcel 
Breuer in 1925, a year after he had finished 
his studies at the Bauhaus. Of tubular steel, 
ebony and cane, they made his name one of the 
most important in the history of contemporary 
furniture, long before he had established his 
reputation as an architect. It is generally agreed 
that in all the subsequent variations on Breuer's 
tubular-steel theme by other designers, there 
has been no basic improvement. 


The room's one great rollick of color is 


held in a canvas—Sam Francis’ “Moby Dick,” a 
choice-from-Heaven for a bone-white room with 
a white marble floor. There is one other painting 
in the room—a quiet little geometric study by 
van Doesburg, and one curiosity piece: a Bieder- 
meier sewing stand shaped (with nineteenth- 
century humor) like the eye of a gigantic needle. 
Come up in the world, it now holds pretty bits 
of porcelain and (Continued on next page)

bronze. One of the Bartoses’ prizes, Picasso’s 
“Woman at Window,” hangs in the master bed- 
room. Although the lady in question is painted 
in profile, she manages to keep both eyes on a 
fascinating collector’s mélange. Across the tops 
of the ash burl and steel chests (more of Mr. 
Bartos’ designs), marches another Bartos pa- 
rade—this one of paperweights, clocks encased 
in crystal spheres, artifacts, African heads, tiny 
bronzes. A collection of a quite different sort is 
arrayed on the low table beside the sofa where 


the Bartoses, having no fear of sentiment, dis- 


play their family photographs without apology 
whole clutch, all in miniature, all framed in sil- 


ver, gilt and velvet, shares the table top with an 


astonishing companion: an avant-garde marble 
sculpture by Etienne Hajdu. 

While the curtains, bedspread and uphol- 
stery in this room are as plain as fabrics can be, 
the rugs are masterpieces of pattern—the one 
an eighteenth-century Indian Mille Fleurs, the 
other, an eighteenth-century Persian. On the lat- 
ter, in front of the sofa, stands an old Korean war 
drum, a partner of the one used as a coffee 
table in the living room. To frighten off ma- 
rauders in ancient days, the drums were placed 
under a waterfall to create the roar of an angry 
(but nonexistent) army. Pure Oriental guile, 
the trick seems to have worked. And in war 


or peace, the drums are exactly the right height 


for flowers, coffee cups and cigarettes. 
(the 


second floor is full of them), never stop buy-

ing paintings. In all their years of collecting, 


they have sold only one, a Dufy, and wish today 


they had not. But they are enormously “co-oper-

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DS AMBIANCE 


Of all the activities that fill our days, the one most fraught with symbolism and human- 


istic overtones is dining. For dining means far more than mere physical refueling. To 
be worthy of the label “dining,” a meal must be eaten in an atmosphere of relaxation, per- 


vaded by feelings of fellowship and hospitality, and attended by conversation and friendly 


courtesies—all of which compose a ritual as nourishing to the spirit as food is to the body. 

Although it is not impossible to achieve this beneficent state by a campfire in the 
wilds, an ambiance that delights the eye contributes immeasurably. While we may not be 
staring at the wall as we sit at the dinner table, we are more sensitive perhaps than we 
realize to what we see from the corners of our eyes. The colors, the lighting, the general 
atmosphere of the room inevitably affect both our appetites and our moods. Thus the 
purely visual impact is more important in a dining room than in any of the other rooms 
in the house where we tend to demand more complex comforts and conyeniences. 

Since it is often the background that makes the most vivid impression, the walls, 
the windows, the floor or even the ceiling might well be your starting point when you set 
out to create a special mood. A dining room is also a natural place to enjoy paintings and 
sculpture or to display a collection of lesser arts—any of which might keynote the theme 
to be carried out by everything else in the room. What kind of mood you aim to create 
is wholly a matter of personal taste and temperament. It might be quiet and relaxing or 
gay and stimulating, subtly elegant or bubbling with country charm, Each of the four 
dining rooms on these and the next two pages is in a quite different key, and each de- 
veloped from a different starting point. But all afford the kind of ambiance in which 


either a family meal or a dinner party can be an event to be relished and remembered,

o arrive in a city by night is an experience that always 

gives me (visa-hardened, magazine-enclosed traveler 

though I think myself) a unique and particular thrill. As 

the airplane. after long hours of sailing over a blackness 

total as prehistory, dips its wings and drones downward 

and suddenly tier upon tier of lights swing into view, my neuroses, 

or most of them, die away. Even though I know the city beneath 

me, and know that I will be bored in its bars, cheated by its cabmen 

and misinformed by everyone I interview, all fears fade before the 

million fallen stars, scattered upon the dark, that constitute a 
human city by night. 

Prehistoric man, I often think (assuming, momentarily, that I 

am civilized), must have had exactly the same feelings when, slink- 


ing through black, forested ravines, ears coc! ked for the rustle of 


the tiger, he saw, flickering on a faraway hillside, the smudgy camp- 
fires of his tribe. For in some degree we all fear darkness. A child 
is terrified of being left alone at night: many adults repress, not 
without difficulty, a similar terror. Darkness is not our element: 
in it, inexplicable shapes swim free. 

“Fifteen apparitions have I seen,” wrote W. B. Yeats, “the worst 
a coat upon a coat hanger." Most people have seen similar appari- 
tions in the night. We exorcise them, nowadays, by flicking a sw itch. 


sim- 


A few thousand years ago. the ceremony of exorcism was les: 
ple. Huddled together for warmth in their unlit burrows, our hairy, 


odorous, uninformed fathers propitiated the darkness with singu- 


larly dreadful sacrifices, The sun, the sole purveyor of light, loomed 
over their religions. Gradually man developed enough common 
sense to make fire, build settlements by rivers and cultivate the 
land. Then writing developed. and civilization began. 

But the principle of light was still, and has always been since, 
the principle of religion. God manifested himself to Moses from 
a burning bush. Surya and Agni, the gods of the sun and fire, 
flared over India and Ra over Egypt, before Greece and Rome had 
begun. The Greeks and the Romans also had their gods of light: 
St. Paul spoke of the way of light, as opposed to the way of dark- 
ness, and in tiny uncivilized corners of the globe the Druids and 
the Aztecs. until a comparatively recent date, still happily disem- 
bowled youths and virgins in honor of the sun. 

The world heaved itself around like a whale through the years, 
and more ways of providing lizht were found. Michelangelo, Shake- 
speare and Dante had literally to burn the midnight oil. Tennyson 
wrote by gaslight. With the discovery of sources of light more 
stable than firewood, the old fear of darkness became somewhat 
sublimated. Electricity was discovered. Then, in 1841, an American 
engineer aptly called Starr invented the carbon filament lamp. 
Swan and Edison perfected this in 1878. In these lamps the bulb 


was drained of air (nowadays it is filled with argon gas) and a 


carbon filament, introduced into the vacuum, was heated to in- 


candescence by an electric current. General Electric Corp., already 
bestriding the light market like a colossus, discovered in 1906 that 
tungsten filaments provided four times as much light as carbon. 


All over the civilized world, as a final protection against darkne: 


men proceeded to fasten a new household god to a wire, swaddle 
it in a colored skirt and suspend it from the ceiling. There it hung, 
the dumb herald of the twentieth century. Neon pantheons rose 
above the cities of the West: divinities of light. shaped like auto- 


mobiles and bottles of orangeade. 


Today. the lights have spread to the cities of the East: Tokyo, 
Manila, Bombay. Singapore scatter the lurid flicker of neon into 
the tropical night. For the first time the production of light is un- 
accompanied by either sound or smell. Fire, candles, oil lamps. 
gaslights—all crackled, hissed, or sputtered. and each diffused an 
individual, not always delightful, odor. It is instructive, therefore, 
to reflect that within fifty years of the introduction of a soundless, 
odorless source of light, the great capitals of the world are more 
noisy, and the air more polluted, than ever before in history. You 
can’t, I suppose. win all the time. 

Among those of us who move through the thundering street 


and the smoky air, different people react differently to different 


irj 


kinds of light. Politicians and businessmen happily scald them- 
selves under long tubular fluorescent lights, filled with mercury 
vapor. I find that fluorescent lighting—the kind that floods down 
to reveal not only the geography but the history of the faces be- 
neath—always recalls to me the boring and sometimes horrifying 
hours I spent in a courtroom in Jerusalem during the Eichmann 
trial. And the sight of an overhead light always brings me an image 
of the reception chambers of the Gestapo and the OGPU. 

At one time, indeed, I developed a prejudice against electricity 
which led me into several difficult situations. On the northern bor- 
der of India, some years ago, I had the choice of staying in a 
modern hotel or in a resthouse faintly but picturesquely illumined 
by kerosene lamps. I scorned the hotel, and spent an evening writing 
by the kerosene lamp. This gave me an insight into the practical 
difficulties writers must have had before the invention of electricity, 
and also nearly ruined my eyes forever. Moreover, the lamp at- 
tracted an inordinate number of small black insects. 1 do not know 
what they were, but they were definitely equipped with stings. Next 
day my face was twice its normal size, and I moved to the hotel.

LIGHT BULB 


I visited it one evening, and was invited to inspect it by the light 
of an oil lamp. Perhaps 1 was drunk, otherwise I would not have 
accepted, in which case I would not have fallen precipitately down 
two flights of stairs, shattering the lamp and setting the carpet on 
fire. It was after this incident that I, with some depression, decided 
that I was after all a creature of the twentieth century. Still, I don't 
think there is any doubt about the peculiar charm of firelight and 
candlelight. Despite their incendiary qualities, candles emit a loll- 
ing, stroking luminosity that is exceptionally relaxing. In this glow, 
beautiful women expand, just as, by firelight, they take on some 
of the physical aspects of those cats that spiritually they so much 
resemble. Electric light lacks this soothing property. 

Perhaps the liking expressed by many people nowadays for 
firelight and candlelight is a specifically contemporary phenomenon. 
Fires, after all, are now a luxury rather than a necessity. Besides, 
I think that since the invention of electric lighting, the relation- 
ship between man and light has radically altered. The ancient 
writers saw light as the desirable opposite to an undesirable dark- 
ness. Hell, for them, was a dark place. But modern writers, more 
and more, are coming to-see Hell as a place that is endlessly floodlit, 
as Sartre does in “Huis Clos.” Is it because, now, one cannot, in 
a city, escape from light? Driving toward London in the night, one 
sees the glow of millions of lights reflected in the sky long before 
one reaches the city. There is an air of inferno about it. Yet I always 
recall, when I see the city like this, the other view coming down out 
of the sky: those miles of spilt stars, signaling the presence of men. 

So my moods fluctuate: There are times when I say rude things 
about Edison under my breath. There is nothing worse than falling 
heavily and completely asleep after a bibulous party and awaking 
at some barbarous time in the small hours with a splitting head- 
ache and the unextinguished light scorching into your eyes. Fire- 
light is what I crave then, and Alka Seltzer. At other times, watching 
traffic lights flick from red to green, or, from a train window, look- 
ing out at the cubes of light that are windows, each leading into an 
individual life and history, I think of electric light as something 
beautiful, a kind of Morse code of humanity flashed between people 
who do not know each other and never will. 

I often wonder what it would be like if the lights all over the 
world were suddenly to go out forever. I do not mean this meta- 
phorically at all, but perfectly literally. If, at night, every night, 
we were faced by the total darkness our forefathers faced—if, like 
them, we were to kindle small fires, light tapers and oil lamps, and 
peer from the flickering circle of illumination they afforded at the 
utter darkness beyond, I think very soon a quiet madness would 
overtake us all. People would begin to sacrifice babies on the plinth 
of Cleopatra's Needle, by the Thames. Ritual murders would take 
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place on the top floor of the Empire State Building. The market 
workers in Les Halles would demand that de Gaulle should offer his 
throat to his successor’s knife on the first day of the harvest. 
Light, in a way, is sanity. You let yourself into your home at 
night, and your first, automatic gesture is towards the light switch. 
I have seen a calm and reasonable man, doing this and finding that 
the light would not go on since the fuse had blown, fly into a fury 
that was partly panic. Then both of us rushed out into the serene, 
lamplit street, unable to bear that dark in which ghosts might be 
gibbering. It was an unreasonable reaction, but I think a natural 
one. It was as if we had gone into the park and found that all the 
grass had vanished overnight. For electric lighting has become 
part of our landscape: its very artificiality has become natural. The 
great sword of hanging lights that is Sydney Bridge by night is as 
much a part of the harbor as the water. Conversely, I think the 
effect of sunlight breaking through the stained glass windows of a 
cathedral, although unbelievably beautiful, is unbelievably artificial. 
I have often tried to imagine the effect of a stained-glass light bulb. 
This week London has been overtaken by autumn. The trees 


undress with celerity, there is mist, there are misty bonfires of 


leaves under a crowded sky. Autumn has always depressed me in- 
tensely, for I dislike la poesie du départ.

mong the many fascinations of natural light is the way it changes from hour to 


hour and day to day. Artificial light does not change, but it has one great ad- 


vantag 


: you can control it. Its quality, direction and intensity can all be governed to suit your purposes 
precisely. In addition, expertly designed lighting has built-in flexibility, so that you can modulate it when 
and as you please, just as daylight is modulated by the course of the sun. m In some rooms, the object of 
artificial lighting might be to reproduce at night the same effect as that created by natural light during 
the day. In other rooms, the goal might be to shed light on areas or objects in a way that daylight never 
could. Y Controlled light can work magic with space, making a room seem lofty or more intimate according to 
whether it is focused on the ceiling or on the walls. Or lighting can be used to highlight the elements with- 
in the space—to dramatize architectural detail, uncover the full beauty of textures, or make paintings, 
sculpture or indoor planting come to life. @ Just as important as the light itself are the shadows it creates, 
for it is the play of light and shade that gives three-dimensional depth and roundness to a room and every- 
thing in it. & Here and on the next two pages are two houses in which light has been applied as deftly as 
color from the brush of a master. In one house the lighting shapes and dramatizes each room as a whole; 


in the other, lighting glorifies individual architectural and decorative elements that compose the whole.

The six-sided shape of the dining room, 
above, is emphasized by an overhead 
honeycomb of light—an imaginative 
variation on the principle of the luminous 
ceiling. Incandescent tubes are 
concealed in the troughs that form the 
six main spokes of the walnut grillwork, 
and the upward-directed light is 
reflected by the white-painted ceiling.

hree years ago, the Herbert Monts and their three little boys moved into a new 
house that had taken exactly a decade of young-family living to visualize, to want 
and to need. Their previous house they called a “three-story Colonial"—an unde- 
served epithet, really, since it had only two floors. But after a ten-year stint of descend- 


ing and ascending the basement-laundry stairs, the senior Monts had come to think 


of the house only in terms of height and steps. And for a sizable house, it was the 
wrong shape for serenity—a fact brought home as the boys stopped being babies and 
learned the joys of locomotion, steeple-jacking, noise and fraternization. More than 
anything else, these innocent pleasures taught the Monts that ideally disposed space 


for a family of five is measured not nearly so much by the bonds of togetherness as 


it is by a series of well-planned escape hatches. 
Hence their new house, a handsome rectangular structure of steel, aluminum 


and glass, and the pleasantest possible example of the art of communal living without 


tears—a feat accomplished almost entirely by an unorthodox but far-sighted appor- 
tioning of space. Roughly, the house is divided into three sections: one for parents, 
one for children, one for parents and children (see page 258). The parents preside 
in the living room with its card-music-bar ell and the master bedroom and bath next 
door, At the opposite end of the house are three bedrooms, one to a boy, and a com- 
partmented bath—all opening on a wonderful big room that is part gym, part play- 
room, part party room, but. most of the time, Indian territory. Sandwiched between 
grownups and growing-ups is the dining room and kitchen which the five Monts share 
and share alike. 

Yet, in a hard and fast way, there is nothing isolationistic about this scheme. 
The boys play the living room piano, toast anything toastable in the conversation 
pit’s fireplace. Just as often, after they are put to bed, the gym becomes a fine 
(but strictly adult) supper and dancing room. And it is always possible for either 
sector of the family, when so inclined, to have complete privacy—or to entertain 
without benefit of gallery spectators. Two banks of folding doors, one at each end 
of the dining room, can be closed to muffle the sound of merriment no matter from 
which direction it comes. 

The house took two years to build, but only because the Monts, quite literally, 
built about half of it themselves. Mr. Mont is an extraordinary craftsman, and Mrs. 
Mont, who had known no other paintbrush except an artist’s red sable, learned how 
to paint girders and stain walnut paneling to a professional T. Even the boys were 
organized in an assembly line to unwrap, put away, hold tools and sweep up. Apart- 


ness, yes, but as smoothly and lovingly knit as five pairs of hands can make it.

n their adventurous, peripatetic lifetime, Mr. and Mrs. Hollis Baker Sr., 
have lived in a succession of houses extending in an architectural swath 
from Michigan to Florida to Nassau to Greece. But since home base 
has always been Grand Rapids, it is there that they have built this 
small but impressive house. Inspired by the Palladian villas that lie along the 
Brenta Canal near Venice, it is a classic bijou—not grandiose, but transcen- 
dent in detail. From the shutters at the windows to the pedimented doorways, 
everything about the house and in it is evocative—a restatement of things re- 
membered. The memories, however, are updated. The Bakers are frankly nos- 


talgic, but they like to see nostalgia expressed in a well-ordered, well- 


cushioned way, The elegance of the house, consequently, is partnered with 


horse-sense practicality. Devised to keep two people comfortable, the plan 


provides each of the Bakers with what is tantamount to a little suite. In addi-

tion there is a family office 
to wine, tools, wood and refuse containers. An occasional guest can be tucked 
away in the family office, and the house can be run by a single servant. All 
this down-to-earthness is delightfully overlaid with fine woodwork, marble and 
parquet floors, furnishings of French and Italian inspiration assembled and 
arranged by Mrs, Baker. And in the true tradition of the Veneto countryside, 
there is a water vista—little Lake Fisk, sparkling only 300 feet away.

The living room, OPPOSITE PAGE, owes its seren- 
ity and elegance to the beauty of wood tones set 
off by white walls and upholstery and the deli- 
cate traceries of an old Aubusson rug. Only in 
the accenting hues of bookbindings, pictures 
and the rose-beige marble of the old French 
mantel does the room more than skim the surface 
of the spectrum. Whenever the Bakers feel like 
a slight shift of scene and a stepping-up of color, 
they exchange the sepia and umber Piranesi 
prints over the sofa for a pair of Italian oils 
painted in the manner of the early eighteenth- 
century artist, Guardi. At the other end of the 
living room, RIGHT, an antique Coromandel 
screen partially masks the dining ell and pro- 
vides a lacquered chinoiserie background for 
two white bergéres in the style of Louis XVI. 


The plan is described by Mr. Baker as one that, 
despite the classic exterior, “acts like a modern 
house.” Most of the main living areas, for in- 
stance, are at the rear, the utility areas at the 
front. The garage was included within the 
perimeter of the house proper in order to in- 


crease its size and complete its classic symmetry. 
But the plan also contains many unclassic con- 
veniences such as the extra storage space at 
both ends of the little hall that connects the 
living room hall with the kitchen and doubles a 
vantage point for a party bar man. Tool and 
wood storage are accounted for in a service entry 
wing (see page 301), and a delivery pass- 
through connects garage and kitchen. Upstairs 
are housekeeper's quarters, plus space, when 


the Bakers feel the need, for two more rooms, 


At one end of Mrs. Baker's bedroom, a pair of 
built-in cabinets with brass-grilled doors (like 
those of the dining room bar) are linked with a 
gracefully scrolled window valance. The whole 
architectural composition makes a graceful back- 
ground for the bed, a copy of an eighteenth-cen- 
tury French lit de repos, integrating it with the

IN 
MINIATURE 


Bonsai is a Japanese art in which the beauti- 
ful forms of full-sized living plants are cap- 
tured in miniature. The two ideographs that 
compose the word mean “container” or 
“tray” and “to plant,” and the pronunciation 
is a crisp bohn-sye. But confining a living 


plant in a container is only the first step in 


the practice of the art. To create bonsai you 


prune and train the plant—most often a small 
tree—into a beautiful but always naturalistic 
shape. These procedures follow nature’s lead 
so that the plant's most notable attributes 
are refined and particularized as though they 
had been brought under a microscope—the 
microscope of artistic perception. The « 
acler of any bonsai may be established by 
the pattern a plant has already assumed due 


to natural conditions, or it may be the result 


of your creative efforts on an immature plant. 
Either way, the sole aim-is to enhance the 
plant's essential beauty but without corrup- 


tion or distortion. Bonsai plants are never 


freakish or grotesque. The response to the 
best examples of the art of bonsai is both 
universal and intensely subjective. The en- 
joyment can be a creative exercise or a spec- 
tator sport, or both. On these and the follow- 
ing two pages, excellent examples of bonsai 
are posed against the familiar trees and 
shrubs of which they are the counterparts.

How to make 

a gift pillovv to delight

When one is seven (or five or ten) the only thing better than one present 
os is two. And the only thing better than two presents is one that turns out 
to contain a dozen extra surprises. Mindful of this changeless quirk of 
childhood, H&G has invented a child's pillow that is simultaneously a gift 
in itself, an enchanting container for a second gift and a hiding place for 
a dozen other tiny treasures to be plucked out one by one on Christmas 
morning. On the back of the pillow is a large pocket with an overlapping 
flap. into which you slip the Big Present—a sweater, perhaps, a pair of 
pajamas or a smock. On the front is a whimsical composition of appli- 
qués, most of which are really little pockets to be filled like a stocking 
with miniature surprises. And you can make the whole thing on the 
sewing machine as easily as you might run up an apron. 


The materials you will need are modest: plain cotton fabric (about 


l square yard) for the pillow slip itself, scraps of printed cotton and 
felt, ribbons and laces, hooks and eyes, buttons and bows. The pillow 
slip consists of four pieces of fabric: the front; the back; a third piece, 
almost as long as the back, to form the large pocket; a shorter piece 
to make the flap (it should be long enough to overlap). Our forest pillow, 
left and opposite page, is 121% inches square; the house pillow, 15 inches 
square; the bedroom, 12 by 15 inches. 

The best part of the whole project is planning the pillow face. 
You can duplicate one of our designs or create your own, or perhaps 
adapt an illustration from a child’s story book. Whatever theme you 
choose, however, decide on a central object around which to build the 
picture. The more opportunities the scene offers for little pockets. the 
better. In our house design, for instance, there are pockets in the door, 
the shutters, the chimney, even under the roof. Plan to use scraps of as 
many different colors and patterns as possible, especially when the basic 
design is fairly simple. 

On a piece of drawing paper or shelf paper, outline the pillow 
face and draw your scene freehand. You don't have to be an artist— 


the more naive the picture, the better. (Continued on page 295)

Rio, in my experience, is comparable only to 
Hong Kong in the way it manages to measure up 
to and even outstrip its own most extravagant 
claims. | can imagine no more appropriate intro- 
duction to the South American continent, for it is 
here in Brazil and specifically in Rio that you are 
most likely to realize all you have expected 

The approach to this fabulous city is dra- 
matic; its tall, cone-shaped mountains rise quite 
suddenly out of the sea and look, from the air, like 
petrified lotus flowers. "Can't you smell it, even 
from here?" asked a Brazilian passenger excited- 
ly. And in an odd way you could. As we glided 


lower and lower over the harbor, double-bordered 


by white beaches and white skyscrapers, I antici- 


pated the sensation of 80-degree heat, of blinding 
sunshine, the smell of hot tar on the road. The 
driving was a perilous battle between elderly, 
loosely sprung Chevrolets which made scythe-like 
cuts ahead of one another. Breath-taking in an- 
other way was the broccoli green of the jungle that 
started where the city stopped, a feeling of abrupt 
civilization in a wilderness; the sight of profligate, 
careless beauty—and more where that came from. 
The vitality of a land which, until the inclusion of 
Alaska, was bigger than the United States hits you 
straight away. I was shown—quite off-handedly— 
a building which has provision for cars to drive up 
a ramp to the fifth story, there to park outside 
executive offices. Also pointed out to me was a 


beach that had recently been dredged and then 


sanded in just ten days—in the heart of the city. 


For in Rio, the beach is part of living. Copac

In spite of the wide assortment of cook books available, menu planning seems to be a peren- 
nial problem for a hostess. Perhaps it would help—and be fun—to think of it in terms of a 
totally different occupation—playwriting. Planning the menu for a dinner or luncheon party 
is rather like outlining a play (a modern play, of course, for both plays and menus have 
been considerably abbreviated since the days of Shakespeare and Good Queen Bess.) Now, 
instead of five acts and as many courses, we have, as a rule, three of each. On the stage or 
in the dining room, we must start out with something of sufficient substance to stimulate in- 
terest without being overwhelming. This is followed by the heart of the matter, the play’s 
raison d'étre, or the main course of the dinner. It is by this act or course that the success 
of either kind of production stands or falls. Each bit of action or dialogue and each accom- 


paniment to the entrée must add in some way to the central theme, while the finale must be so 


right as to seem almost inevitable—although never predictable. All this does not mean you 
have to be a culinary George S. Kaufman or Jean Kerr in order to plan a menu; it is just an 
idea to keep in the back of your mind when you do plan one. To pursue the analogy between 
menu making and the theatre further—you might consider the buffet party as a revue or 
variety show, where a number of more or less unrelated items, each perfect in its way, are 
presented in a manner that results in an harmonious whole. 

Although in this dissertation on menu making we have devoted ourselves to party menu 
planning, the same theories apply to plain everyday meals which, incidentally, need never 
be plain even if they are simple. Attention to the appearance of the food, care in its pres- 
entation and some research in the vast field of unusual recipes make all the difference. Al- 
though you probably have a whole library of recipes on hand, one comprehensive cook 
book might serve as your mainstay. To prove our point, the majority of recipes in the menus 
that follow have been culled from “House & Garden's Cook Book" as well as from the cook-book 
sections published in the magazine over the past seven years. In some cases, the recipes have 


been stepped up in quantity or served somewhat differently to suit the size or type of party. 


In spite of the fact that few people still boast what to have. Turn to other countries for ideas; 


a full-time staff, the dinner party at home is be- 
coming increasingly popular and fashionable and 
new customs are emerging as a sign of the times, 
Whether or not a waitress is in attendance, the 
first course is often served in the living room 
instead of at the table. If guests have been in- 
vited for a rather late hour to give busy bread- 
winners time to relax at home before rushing 
out again—a particularly important considera- 
tion at this time of year when they may have 
to rush to another party or two before arriving 
at yours—you will probably not sit down until 
nine o'clock, Were all three courses to be served 
at the table, dinner would be quite a long- 
drawn-out affair. In. the living room you can 
have, so to speak, an instant first course of 


which each guest may partake as soon as he or 
she arrives, A fringe benefit is that this puts less 
strain on the hostess. If she is help-less and 
doesn't want to be popping things in and out 
of the oven, the food may be cold, although— 
with a hot tray on a teacart—it is perfectly 
feasible to have something hot as well. 

One thing to bear in mind if you are serv- 
ing the first course in this manner is that noth- 
ing should be difficult to eat; sauces should not 
be too liquid nor should anything have- to be 
cut with a knife. Aside from this single curb, 
allow your imagination full rein when deciding

dish adds interest, Its use need not be confined 
to an all-forei 
surprise if it isn't. 

When it comes to planning the accompani- 
ments to the entrée, begin your thinking with 
two things: color and texture. There must be

You wouldn't, for instance, serve cranberry 


sauce with rare roast beef; the combination 
would look as unattractive as it would taste. 
Foods must look well together. Oddly enough, 
if they do, they are apt to taste equally well, 

The next precept is, “Stray deliberately 
from the beaten path.” If the entrée is to he 
duck, don’t stop thinking once you arrive at 
applesauce, orange sauce or black cherries. 
What about peaches, figs or even lemon? By the 
same token, if you are serving lamb and your 
imagination refuses to budge beyond peas, at 
least put the mint in them—or combine them with 
baby limas or try Chinese snow peas for a 
change (now available frozen). Be enterpris- 
ing about starches, too. Have a pasta instead of 
potatoes even if the meal is not Italian; or if 
it must be potatoes, investigate the innumerable 


ways of preparing them. If mashed potatoes are 
definitely indicated, but you need color, make 
them green by the simple addition of finely

chopped spinach and parsley. Finally, don't 
overdo matters. One or two perfectly and im- 
aginatively prepared vegetables are infinitely 
preferable to a surfeit. 

An intermediate course of salad and cheese 
is often served at this point but, proceeding 
on the theory that late dinners should not go 
on too long, we suggest that a simple salad 
accompany the entrée or, in some cases, that 
it appear in lieu of a green vegetable. Cheese, 
of course, with or without fruit, makes an 
eminently satisfactory final course especially 
if red wine is on the menu, but here again, 
be imaginative; don't stick to Brie and pears, 
excellent though they both are. 

When deciding on dessert, the most im- 
portant consideration is the relative heaviness of 
the meal up to that point. Tt goes without say- 
ing that a rich and sturdy main course should 
be followed by the merest whisper of a sweet, 
while after a light entrée you can go to town 
with whipped cream, liqueur-soaked cakes or 
inspired chocolate confections.

For this dinner we are assuming that you have 
competent help in the kitchen, If you feel, how- 
ever, that it is both fun for you and a compli- 
ment to your guests if you haye done some or 
all of the cooking yourself, you can do as much 
or as little as you wish, since a great deal of 
this menu should be prepared ahead of time. 


Clams Giovanni 


1 dozen cherrystone clams 

1 pint clear chicken broth 

1l egg white and shell 

1% envelopes unflavored gelatin 

2 tablespoons butter 

2 tablespoons fine dry bread crumbs 
Vo cup light cream 

Salt, white pepper, thyme 


Open, or have opened by the fish man, a dozen 
cherrystone clams, saving the juice and the 
shells. Strain the juice and measure %4 cup. 

ill the chicken broth and remove all fat. 
Put the broth in a saucepan and heat slowly, 
Beat the egg white with the crashed egg shell 
and 1 teaspoon cold water. Add to the warm 
broth, turn up the heat a bit and stir con- 
stantly until the boiling point has been reached. 
Stop stirring, lower the heat and simmer for 
3 minutes. Turn off heat and let stand for 20 
minutes. Strain through 2 thicknesses of moist- 
ened cheesecloth. Soften 1 envelope gelatin in 
Y4 cup cold water, Reheat the broth and stir in 
the gelatin. Chill aspic until firm. 

Melt the butter and stir in the bread 
crumbs. Cook slowly for a minute or two and 
stir in the !& cup strained clam juice:and the 
light cream. Cook for a few minutes and sea- 
son to taste with salt, white pepper and a pinch 
of thyme. Soften ! envelope gelatin in 1 table- 
spoon cold water and stir into the sauce. When 
the gelatin has dissolved, add the clams, drained 
and finely minced. Fill the reserved shells a little 
more than half full, and chill until set. 
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When the aspic is firm, moisten a piece of 
brown wrapping paper and put the aspic on it. 
Chop very fine with a sharp knife. (The brown 
paper makes the aspic brilliant.) Distribute it 
among the filled clam shells. 


Hot Shrimp Ramekins 


3 pounds raw shrimp 
l cup dry white wine 
2 cups water 

1 bay leaf 

Pinch of thyme 

1% teaspoons salt 
Melted butter 

Garlic salt 

Grated Parmesan che: 
Chopped parsley 


Put the shrimp in a pan with wine, water, bay 
leaf, thyme and salt and bring to a slow boil. 
Cover and simmer 10 minutes. Remove and drain. 
Shell and devein the shrimp. Place the shrimp 
in individual ramekins. Pour a generous amount 
of hot melted butter over each serving, Sprinkle 
with garlic salt and Parmesan cheese and place 
in a 425° oven until butter sizzles—about 3 to 4 
minutes, Sprinkle with chopped parsley and 
serve immediately. 


Gigot en Croute 


2 small legs of lamb weighing not more 
than 5-6 pounds each 

Salt, freshly cracked pepper, crushed clove of

Bone the legs of lamb, remove fat, season well 
inside and out with salt, pepper and crushed 
garlic. Put ground veal in a mixer, add raw egg 
whites and beat well. Slowly beat in the 
cream. Add chopped shallot, garlic, celery, 
parsley and dill, Season with nutmeg and salt 
and pepper to taste. Divide mixture in two and 
stuff each leg of lamb with half the mixture. 
Wrap legs of lamb with bacon slices, tying 
each securely with string, Place in a large 
roaster and pour a little red wine and some 
water in the bottom of the pan. Roast at 375° 
for 20 minutes, reduce heat to 350° and roast 
for 1% hours, basting every 20 minutes and 
adding 2 tablespoons of red wine or water each 
time. Remove, cool. When cool, wrap in the 
following pastry. 


PASTRY 


12 cups all-purpose flour 

5 cups soft butter or half butter and 
halj shortening 

2 cups cold water 

2 eggs, well beaten 


Tt is easier if you make this pastry in 2 batches, 
so divide ingredients in half. Blend 6 cups flour 
and 2% cups butter with the fingers until a 


sandy mass has been obtained. Add 1 cup water 
gradually, mixing slowly, and work dough into 
a ball. The less water used, the better. Wrap 
in waxed paper and refrigerate. Repeat the 
process with the remaining flour, butter and 
water, When ready to finish the lamb, roll out 
each batch of dough about 14” thick and large 
enough to envelop lamb completely. Place meat 
in center, top side down. Fold pastry over meat 
and seal seam and ends with water. Place 
seam-side down on a cookie sheet and brush top 
and sides with the beaten egg which has been 
mixed with a little water or cream. Prick thor- 
oughly with a fork in a crisscross design, Bake 
in a preheated 400° oven for 25 minutes, Re- 
move and serve on a hot serving platter with 
Demi-Glace Sauce, 


DEMI-GLACE SAUCE 


4 chicken livers 

6 tablespoons salt butter 

4 tablespoons brandy 

2 teaspoons each: tomato paste, meat glaze 
4 teaspoons potato flour 

Ve cup red wine 

2% cups chicken stock 

3 teaspoons currant jelly 

Pepper 

2 small truffles, finely chopped 


Brown chicken livers in 4 teaspoons hot but- 
ter. Flame with brandy. Remove livers and add 
4 tablespoons butter to pan. Stir in, off the 
fire, the tomato paste, meat glaze and flour, Mix 
in wine, stock and jelly. Stir over fire until it 
comes to a boil season with a little pepper. 
Simmer 10 minutes and strain. Add chopped 
truffle and finely diced chicken livers, 


Beans Primavera in 
Tomato Shells 


1% cans Italian cannelini beans 
1% cloves garlic, chopped 

2 tablespoons chopped parsley 

2 tablespoons chopped fresh basil 
Olive oil 

Wine vinegar 

Salt, freshly ground black pepper 
12 good-sized tomatoes 


Drain the beans well, rinse them in cold water 
and drain again. Mix with the garlic, parsley 
and basil. Add oil and vinegar to taste and 
season with salt and pepper. Let stand several 
hours to mellow. Scoop out the tomatoes and 
let them drain upside down in the refrigerator 
until just before serving time. Fill with the 
beans and serve on beds of crisp watercress or 
Bibb lettuce.

Simple though this menu is, it does entail some 
last-minute attention, so it is unlikely that you 
will undertake to serve it to a group of this size 
without some assistance. However, if you have 
done most of the cooking beforehand, which you 
can easily do, an experienced waitress with only 
rudimentary culinary knowledge will fill the bill. 
All that she will need to do is heat the oysters 
and, later, the muffins, complete the timbale and 
assemble the salad and dessert. 


Baked Oysters Vera 


3 dozen large oysters 

3% tablespoons butter 

1% (scant) cups minced celery 

3% tablespoons flour 

44 (generous) cup capers, drained and chopped 
344 tablespoons cream 

31% tablespoons melted butter 

Y (generous) cup fine, dry bread crumbs 


Shuck the oysters, or have them shucked, re- 
serving the juice and 24 shells. Heat the oysters 
in their liquor just until they plump. Drain 
them and measure 1% cups of juice. If neces- 
sary, add chicken consommé; you will need 1% 
cups liquid. Melt 3% tablespoons butter in a 
saucepan over medium heat and sauté the cel- 
ery until tender but still crisp. Add the flour 
and stir until blended. Gradually add the re- 
served juice and cook, stirring constantly, until 
sauce thickens, Remove from heat, and stir in 
the capers and cream. Chop the oysters coarsely, 
fold into the sauce and spoon into the shells. 
Mix the melted butter with the bread crumbs 
and sprinkle over the filled shells. Refrigerate 
until shortly before serving time. Bake in a 
preheated 450° oven ten minutes; serve at once. 


Cheese Timbale, 
Mushroom Sauce 


6 tablespoons butter 

8 tablespoons flour 

1 small can evaporated milk 

l cup milk 

1*4 pounds Swiss cheese, grated 
12 eggs, separated 

Sult, pepper 

Fine bread crumbs 

1 pound mushrooms, sliced 

l cup cream 


Melt 4 tablespoons butter and stir in 6 table- 
spoons flour. Add evaporated milk and !& cup 
milk gradually, stirring constantly until thick- 
ened. Add cheese, stirring until melted. Re- 
move from fire and add egg yolks. Season to 
taste with salt and pepper. Stifly beat egg 
whites. Fold into cheese mixture. Grease 2 
2-quart pudding molds (or use 4 coffee tins) 
and dust with bread crumbs. Place in pots of 
simmering water that reaches no more than 
halfway up the sides of the molds. Cover pots 
tightly and steam 14 hours for pudding molds, 
1 hour for coffee tins, Remove from the pots. 
Let the molds stand for 5 minutes before turning 
contents out on a serving platter. 


Sauté mushrooms in remaining butter for 
5 minutes. Sprinkle with remaining flour. Gradu- 
ally add remaining % cup milk and the cream, 
stirring constantly until thickened. Add salt 
and pepper to taste. (The sauce may now wait, 
dotted with butter to avoid the forming of a 
crust. Reheat when ready to serve.) Spoon a lit- 
tle of the sauce over the timbales and serve the 
balance in a sauceboat. 


Watercress and Endive Salad 


4 bunches watercress 

6 heads endive 

2 tablespoons tarragon vinegar 

1 tablespoon olive oil 

6 tablespoons vegetable oil 

1 teaspoon lemon juice 

1 teaspoon salt - 
Vs teaspoon freshly ground black pepper 

1 teaspoon Dijon mustard 

Ys teaspoon sugar 

Few drops each Tabasco, Worcestershire sauce 
lraw egg 


Cut off all the hard stalks of the watercress. 
Separate the endive. Wash both and dry well. 
Put in a large salad bowl. Combine remaining 
ingredients for dressing. Just before serving, pour 
the dressing over the salad and toss well. 


Melbaed English Muffins 


Slice 12 English muffins thin, as for Melba 
toast. Toast them, butter lavishly and put them 
in a warm oven for a few minutes to dry out and 
crisp a little. 


Strawberry Rice Mold i 


1% cups rice 

l quart milk 

1 teaspoon salt 

144 cups sugar 

4 tablespoons gelatin 
lo cup water 

2 teaspoons vanilla 

1 pint heavy cream 1 
1 cup Cointreau or Curaçao | 
2 quarts strawberries, washed and hulled 


Wash the rice in several waters. Combine in a 
saucepan with the milk, salt and 1 cup sugar. 
Bring to a boil and cook over low heat 30 minutes, 
or until very soft, Force through a sieve. Soften 
the gelatin in the water and add to the rice mix- 
ture, stirring until dissolved. Add the vanilla, 
Cool for 30 minutes. Whip the cream and fold 
it in. Pour into a ring or melon mold. Chill for 
at least 3 hours or until firmly set. Sprinkle 
the remaining sugar and the liqueur on the 
berries and chill. To serve, turn out the rice 
mold and either fill center or arrange berries 
around it.

Buffet Parties 


One of the many advantages of buffet entertain- 
ing is that you can offer your guests a choice of 
foods. If you have two entrées, two salads or a 
vegetable and a salad, and two desserts, you 
can feel reasonably certain that each of your 
guests will find enough food to please and 
satisfy him. As some people like everything— 
or at least want to try everything—there should 
be no clashing of colors or startling conflicts 
in taste. The buffet table should be harmonious, 
but not, please, the old familiar harmony. 

One of the reasons why the ham-and-turkey 
bit, for example, became such standard fare at 
buffet suppers is that these foods do not suffer 
unduly from waiting. If you think a little, how- 
ever, you will realize that there are many other 
dishes with the same virtue: curries and pilafs, 
stews and ragouts, seafood and poultry in foil 
(the modern version of en papillote), carefully 
thought out and beautifully prepared casseroles. 
With today’s crop of heating and chilling aids, 
you can serve almost anything at a buffet and 
keep it in prime condition. The only exception 
is the green salad, which might become limp 
and unappetizing if it waits too long. The best 
answer to this is to use the crispest greens avail- 
able, toss them with the smallest possible 
amount of dressing and put them on the table 
at the very last minute, For a large party, you 
might even have a second salad bowl chilling 
in the refrigerator, ready to replace the first. 

Buffet food should not be too difficult to 
eat. It doesn't have to be strictly fork food 
since you will, we hope, have provided table 
space of some kind for everyone, but things 
like rare wild duck, broiled squab or oxtails 
should be by-passed. Guests should not have to 
pick, poke or struggle; they are apt to give up 
without finishing no matter how good the food 
is and how hungry they are. Dishes requiring 
last-minute cooking should also be eschewed; 
select dishes that may be prepared in advance.

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Crab Meat Flambé 


6 tablespoons butter 

3 tablespoons flour 

116 cups chicken broth 

1% cups light cream 

3, teaspoon salt 

1'À pounds fresh crab meat 

Y cup cognac 

V4 cup dry sherry 

14 tablespoons Dijon mustard 

34 teaspoon dry mustard dissolved in V 
tablespoon water 

1% tablespoons chopped parsley 


Melt 3 tablespoons butter in a saucepan. Add 
the flour and blend. Add broth and then cream, 
stirring constantly until sauce is smooth and 
thickened. Add salt. Simmer for 5 minutes. 
Melt remaining butter in a large skillet. 
Add crab meat. Heat cognac and sherry. Ignite 
and pour over crab meat. Stir in Dijon mustard, 
then most of the sauce. Add the dry mustard, 
then the balance of sauce. Simmer for 2 or 3 
minutes, Sprinkle with parsley and serve. 


Roast Duck. Spanish Style 


2 5-pound ducks 

Salt, pepper 

2 medium-sized yellow onions, finely chopped 
8 tablespoons butter 

1 pound mushrooms, sliced 

2 tablespoons Spanish paprika 

1 teaspoon tomato paste 

6 tablespoons flour 

1 cup chicken stock 

1 cup sherry 

4 tomatoes, skinned, seeded and shredded 
Ve cup water 

Y cup cognac 


Season the ducks well with salt and pepper and 
tie them up. Roast in a 375° oven for 2 to 234 
hours until well browned and tender. When the 
ducks have cooked for 1 hour, start making the 
sauce, Sauté the onions in 4 tablespoons butter 
over a slow fire until golden, Add remaining 
4 tablespoons butter and the mushrooms and 
cook for 5 minutes or so. Blend in the paprika, 
tomato paste and flour. Pour on the stock and 
wine and stir until the mixture comes to a boil. 
Season and simmer for at least 20 minutes or 
until ready to use. Add tomatoes to the sauce 
just before serving. Cut the ducks into serving 
pieces, Pour off all fat from roasting pan, add 
water and cognac and bring to a boil to lift the 
glaze. Add to the sauce. Spoon a little sauce over 
the ducks. Serve the rest separately. 


Saffron Rice 


Y cup mixed vegetable and olive oil 
1% ounces butter 
2 white onions, finely chopped 


Salt, cayenne pepper 

cups long-grained rice 
5 cups chicken stock 

2 teaspoons saffron 


Heat the oils and butter in a deep pan. Add the 
onions and a little salt and pepper. Cook slowly 
without browning for 3 minutes. Stir in the 
rice and mix in the chicken stock. Dissolve the 
saffron in 1 tablespoon cold water and add to 
the rice, Stir over the fire until it comes to a 
slow boil. Reduce the heat to a simmer, cover 
and cook without removing lid for 25 minutes. 
Fluff rice with a fork. Serve in a casserole. 


Eggplant Salad 


2 medium eggplants 

1 teaspoon lemon juice 

1 teaspoon minced onion 

1 cup diced celery 

16 cup chopped walnuts 

14 cup French dressing 

Romaine or Bibb lettuce 

Mayonnaise, quartered hard-cooked eggs, olives 


Peel and cube eggplants. Cook in salted water 
with lemon juice. When tender, drain and cool. 
Mix with onion, celery, walnuts and French 
dressing. Chill. Serve on lettuce, masked with 
mayonnaise and garnished with eggs and olives. 


Tossed Green Salad 


Use romaine lettuce, if possible, since it retains 
its crispness best. Mix it at the very last mo- 
ment with a modicum of French dressing. 


Chocolate Roll 


6 ounces sweet chocolate 

3 tablespoons brewed coffee 
1 teaspoon coffee extract 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

5 eggs, separated 

3% cup sugar 

Yo cup cocoa 

2 cups whipped cream 


Butter a jelly roll pan (11" by 17"), line it 
with wax paper and butter again. Melt the 
chocolate in the coffee; add the coffee extract 
and vanilla, mixing until smooth. Preheat oven 
to 350°. 

Beat the egg yolks, Add the sugar, beat- 
ing until thick and light. Stir in the chocolate 
mixture. Stiffly beat the egg whites, and fold 
them in carefully but thoroughly. Spread evenly 
on the prepared pan. Bake 15 minutes, or un- 
til a cake tester comes out clean. (The cake 
should be fairly moist, so do not overbake.) 
Cover with a damp cloth and place in the re- 
Írigerator for 1 hour. Loosen from pan. Sprinkle 
the cocoa on a piece of wax paper and turn the 
cake out onto it. Peel the paper away. Spread 
with whipped cream and roll up. Chill. 
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Compote of Pears 


8 baby winter pears 

4 crushed cardamom seeds 

1% cups granulated sugar 

Scant Y cup honey 

Shredded rind of 1 small orange, 1 lemon, 1 lime 
1 clove 

8 sticks preserved pineapple 


Carefully peel pears and plunge them in boiling 
water with 2 or 3 slices lemon. Simmer until 
half cooked. Put into a pan with cardamom, 
sugar, honey, % cup water and the shredded 
rind of the fruits. Stir over a low fire until sugar 
dissolves, then cook to a light syrup without 
stirring. Drain the pears carefully and stick 
one of them with the clove. Remove the cores 
with a potato parer, keeping the pears whole. 
Replace the cores with the pineapple sticks. 
Place in a deep earthenware casserole and pour 
the syrup over them, Cook in a 300° oven for 
1% hours. Baste occasionally.

and economical ways to serve meat and poultry is to bone and stuff 


At holiday time or any time one of the most attractive, dele 


it. The end result looks spectacular, tastes delicious (a savory 
stuffing complements the flavor of the meat) and yields far more 
servings than the usual bone-in roast or bird. Also, if you are not 
too handy with a carving knife, a boned roast is much easier to 
slice, especially with an electric slicing knife. Classic cook books 
abound in recipes for stuffed and boned veal, lamb, ham, chicken, 


duck, goose, turkey and squab. For a spe 


cial dinner party you 


might choose tiny stuffed squab or a stuffed gigot of lamb, baked 
in a pastry crust (this handsome handiwork is shown in the party 
pictures on page 231 and the recipe is given on page 277). If you

are giving a buffet or open-house party, the masterpiece on the 
table might be a stuffed baked ham. Even a simple chicken breast 
tastes festive when turned into an herb-seasoned Chicken Kiev. 

Considering the scope and va 


ty of boned stuffed dishes, 
they are all too seldom seen, This is mainly due to the de 
artistry and professional pride among butchers and the rise in 
precut, prepackaged meats. While most European butchers bone 


line in 


meat as a matter of course, few American butchers outside the 
better stores in the large cities have the will or the skill, and if 
they do, they are apt to charge highly—anywhere from $1 to 
$2.50—for their time and trouble. Yet anyone with the urge to try 
can learn the basic techniques in a relatively short time. Although 
your first attempts might be botched, you will soon get the hang 
of it. There is nothing esoteric about boning. All you need is a 
good boning knife with a slim, razor-sharp blade and a pointed 
tip, a cleaver or poultry shears for splitting bones or cutting 
through recalcitrant joints, a working knowledge of an animal's 
anatomy and your own hands. Hands are important; fingers have 
to feel for you as you work, letting you know where the bones are 
ou to tear away the loosened flesh. Where 
you wish to retain the original unboned shape of the bird or roast, 


situated and helping 


the bones are removed without the skin being slit. Boning methods 
for a leg of lamb and a chicken—plus two ways of boning a chick- 
en breast—are illustrated in the sketches that follow. Boning a 
chicken breast is fairly easy and good practice for an amateur. 


How to bone a leg of lamb 

Here you are working in the dark, so to speak, as the bone is 
shrouded in meat. However, if you feel the location of the bone 
with your fingers as you go, and study the darkened bone section 
shown in the following sketches, it should not be difficult to learn. 
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1. First step is to remove the hip bone sec- 


tion at the top of the leg. Holding the knife 
A vertically, make an incision at outer edge. 


2. Following the contours of the hip bone, 


cut around it with point of knife until meat 


and bone are entirely separated jrom leg. 


3. Push back meat to reveal upper joint of 
leg bone. Holding knife like dagger. cut 


around bone, push aside loosened meat.

How to bone a chicken whole for roasting 

In this method, where you want to retain the shape of the fowl, 
you actually remove the entire carcass, cutting and peeling the 
flesh and skin back like a glove. Wings and thigh bones are also 
removed but the drumsticks (leg bones) are left in so the chicken 
can be reshaped and trussed after it has been filled with stuffing,

Generally the seafood in Santiago 
is good, the rest passable, the 
wines excellent, the coffee atro- 
cious and the service next week. 
Most entertaining goes on private- 
ly in the pretty white Spanish-style 
houses of the garden suburbs and 
so the restaurants are not greatly 
patronized by the Chileans.

I went there 
in the February summer when 
there was no snow except for the 
glaciers, but even then I found the 
journey, spiraling through the 
Andean foothills, the vistas and, 
above all, the hot crystalline qual- 
ity of the air, more than reward- 
ing. I enjoyed a quite different trip 
down to a fundo in the viney 
country. Here, south of the capital 
and not far from the sea, are scat-

tered romantic, eighteenth-century 
Spanish-style estate houses with 
terra-cotta outbuildings and sta- 
bles, for all the vineyard tenders 
ride horseback, wearing the tra- 
ditional Andalusian dress.

From Lima's past 


The two most important pub- 
lic museums in Lima are the Lar- 
co, whose collection consists main- 
ly of pottery and jewelry, and the 
Anthropological Museum, which 
houses a magnificent collection 
covering every aspect of Inca his- 
tory and way of life. The Incas’ 


was a remarkable civilization, con- 
sidering that until the Spaniards 
came, its people had neither writ- 
ing, currency nor wheeled trans- 
port. Ineas were primarily build- 
ers and administrators. 

"There are several semi-private 
art collections whose owners are 
delighted to show them. If you lack 
a personal contact, the best ap- 
proach is through your embassy. 
One of the most famous is that of 
Pedro de Osma. I also liked the 
Prado; itself 
more interesting than the collec- 
tion, decorated mainly in French 
rococo style, all dusty mirrors

A favorite decoration com- 
mon to all the great houses I saw 
in Lima is a gilt sunburst mirror 
with fragments of glass inlaid into 
the frames, Reproductions of these 
are on sale in all the antique shops. 
Casa Mas, on Union (the main 
shopping street), is an excellent 
hunting ground, but a knowing 
friend took me to a small work- 
shop on Luna Pizarro Street, on 
the outskirts of the city, where 
these “instant antiques" are actu- 
ally made. In the doorway was a 
tumble of half-gilded frames, some 
of them even being worked right 
on the pavement. While I waited, 
a boy trimmed a glass with scissors 
ze, 
slapped it into a frame, put a cou- 
ple of nails on the back to hold 
it, touched up the gilt and pre- 
sented it to me at a cost of $3.

From your sketch, cut out each 
shape lo use as a pattern for the 
appliqué 
pin the patterns on the doubled 
fabric and cut out the shapes, add- 
ing a little less than a quarter of 
an inch all around for seams. (A 
material like felt that doesn't ravel 
may be cut to exact size.) Before 
you go any further, seam the 
double pie 


Fold your scraps in two, 


s together by machine, 
wrong side out, and turn them. It 
is much easier to do this than to 
try to turn under and hem the 
small pieces by hand, particularly 
circular shapes. Be sure to clip 
curves so that the finished shapes 
will lie flat. 

Any additional stitchery such 
as the oval lines in the rug in our 
bedroom scene should be done 
next. When you have completed all 
the separate appliqués, pin or 
baste them onto the pillow face, 
overlapping the 
(such as the foliage and tree trunk 
or the two sides of the house). 
Stitch them down by machine, 
close to the edge, leaving openings 
to form pockets. Start with the 
center pieces and work out toward 
the edges of the composition. Then 
sew on the buttons, hooks, eye 
snaps and other trimmings. Final- 
ly, embroider directly on the pil- 
low face, either by hand or ma- 
chine, any fine details such as the 
base of the bedroom lamp. 

Now you are ready to as- 
semble the pillowease. First hem 


larger pieces 
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one end of the pocket piece—the 
free edge at the top—and the free 
edge of the flap. Then lay the pil- 
low front on the table with the ap- 
pliquéd side up. On top of this 
place the flap, right side down; 
then the pocket piece, 
down; then the back, r 
down. Stitch together along top 
and sides, leaving the bottom open. 
Turn the pillow cover right side 
out, insert the pillow or a filler 
such as Dacron batting, and blind 
stitch the open side.

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Bonsai briefs: 
how to collect, 
care for, 

create your own 


F 
he art of bonsai is concerned with living, 


changing plants. It gives you the combined pleasure of keeping them 
alive and master-minding their changes. This does not mean you must 
create your own bonsai in order to enjoy it to the full (although 
“creation” is easier than you might think). But you will find any 
bonsai more rewarding if you understand what it represents in the 
plant world and how it gets to be the way it is (see pages 264-267), 
and also what care it needs, what esthetic ends it can serve. Then 
maybe you will want to try your hand at making a bonsai. Almost 
all forms of bonsai must receive unfailingly regular care if they are 
to retain their quality. We can only touch on the rudiments of the 
subject—and perhaps whet your appetite for more. In preparing the 
following notes we have called upon the knowledge of a number of 
professionals and on the typewriter and pencil of artist Ray Porter, 
one of the charter founders of the Bonsai Society of Greater New York.

in at least a single instance the making, of bonsai. 


How to take eare of bonsai 
l. Plenty of light and air is essential to all bonsai plants, although 
full sun may be harmful to many species. (Of course, a good many 
tropical and sub-tropical plants can be confined to greenhouse con- 
ditions.) Ideally a bonsai grows best on an elevated stand or open shelf 
(with no earth beneath, roots will not grow out of the drain holes of the 
container) and under a lath shade during the sunniest hours. 

The amount of light your bonsai may require depends not only 
on the species but on the speed of the air circulation, the relative 
umidity and the amount of water the soil around the roots can hold. 
Overheated and overdry winter room conditions can quickly prove 
[atal. Trees and shrubs native to temperate zones of the world, espe- 
cially the deciduous ones, must be allowed a period of relative dor- 
mancy that can be achieved only in low temperatures, as in an un- 
ieated greenhouse. A cool porch, with supplementary artificial light 
if necessary, and with a tray of moist pebbles under the container to 
»rovide humidity, will serve. Even a north-facing bay window that 
can be shut away from room heat might do. It is almost axiomatic 


to warn that all extreme conditions should be avoided, and that over- 


;alance in one direction may call for under balance in another. 

2. Adequate water is as important as good light and air. Good bonsai 
soil is porous and well drained (essential to maintenance of good root 
systems) . Because most bonsai containers are always relatively small, 
and usually shallow (depending on the species and the individual 
plant), the soil tends to dry out quickly. In warm, dry, sunny weather, 
this becomes a real hazard. Water must be applied at least once a day 
during the growing season. Fruiting and flowering trees will require

As a general rule, assume 
most azaleas need repotting every 
two years, maples every three or 
four, pines every five or six. 
Finally, a few "don't: 
Don't move a bonsai suddenly 
from a hot to a cold spot. Don't 
water young leaves in hot sun. 
Don't resort to foliar feeding. 
Don't display bonsai in your house 
for more than two or three days 
unless proper growing conditions 
—all of them—exist there. 


How to make your own bonsai 


Here step-by-step is Mr. Porter's 
brief procedure for making a 
bonsai from a balled and 
lapped maple (any of several do- 
mestic Asiatic will 
serve). 

Early spring is the most suit- 
able time to make a maple bonsai. 
Maples are usually best trained to 
an informal upright style. Rotate 
tree, 1, on sculptor's stand or re- 
volving stool to determine which 
will be front and which back when 
finished.

Start wiring, 4, with heaviest 
wire at base of trunk, inserting 
end in soil behind base of trunk 
and spacing spiral evenly, Better 
two wires of moderate stiffness 
than one very heavy one. Neat 
wiring is essential to immediate 
appreciation of tree. Bending of 
branches (with opposed fingers 
and thumbs, to avoid breaking) 
can be started after three main 
branches are wired. Use lighter- 
gauge wires, 5, to reshape or 
strengthen natural direction of 
lesser branches and twigs. 

In a shallow container with 
drain holes covered with plastic 
mesh, thread anchor wires through 
holes and mesh, 6. Put coarse 
drainage material (turkey grits 
are good) in bottom of container. 
Expose roots of tree by combing 
away earth with sticks and shorten 
them, 7, to general shape of con- 
tainer. Position of spread roots is 
shown in cutaway sketch, 8. Twist 
anchor wires over main holding 
roots, 9, and tuck ends back in 
the main root mass. Put top- 
soil and coarse sand through !4- 
inch sieve and spread in bottom 
half of container under roots. Re- 
maining soil mix should be one 
part each topsoil, coarse sand and 
leafmold passed through !&-inch 
sieve. Work mix into and around 
roots with combing motion of 
sticks, 10, to fill all interstices. 
Place damp moss as desired on 
dry earth, and a small stone if it 
seems to add to the composition, 
and then water the whole thor- 
oughly but gently.

First weekend 


| Bulb couplet. The annual ritual 
| of last-minute bulb planting is as 
| circumscribed as the mating dance 
of bowerbirds. The head of the 
house (male or female) brings 
| home a few bags of tulips and daf- 
fodils from the bottom of the deal- 
ers’ bins and all hands rush for 
the spade and trowel. Actually 
November is a perfectly good time 
to plant tulips in most temperate 
climates (though it is a little late 
for narcissi), because the soil has 


become cool without yet becoming 
heavy, and the process of root 
making can safely begin the mo- 
ment planting is finished. Even 
the spading under of bone meal 
(or superphosphate, which is a 
much less effective source of the 
principal ingredient, phosphoric 
acid) is part of the wise garden- 
ers bulb program. But fondly 
familiar as this exercise may have 
become, this year we suggest an 
added variant: Apply next year's 
complete fertilizer to the top of 
your bulb beds now, as well. The 
reason? Next year, by the time 
iround to putting a com- 
plete fertilizer on the bulb plant- 
ings, spring flowering will prob- 
ably be over and any nutrients 
used then will simply not reach 
the newly forming bulbs and off- 
sets in time to give them any ap- 
preciable help in forming flower 
buds for the following year. With 
this second fertilizing application 
on the finished surface of the new- 
ly planted beds, you will make 
sure that slow-acting, long-range 
root nutrients will be supple- 
mented by other needed nutrients, 
including nitrogen, when active 
foliage growth starts above ground 
next March. 

It might be well to recall, in 
connection with this under-and- 
over performance, that sources of 
phosphoric acid are extremely 
slow to break down, or even to 
move through the soil, and that 
they should always be turned un-

der during soil preparation. Sub- 
surface application is, of course, 
not feasible when bulb beds have 
become established. It should also 
be added that excessive nitrogen 
under the base of the bulbs, es- 
pecially if the soil is already rich 
in organic matter, may tend to 
foster rot in the plate or bottom 
of many bulbs. Yet nitrogen is 
essential to the production of the 
vigorous foliage that encourages 
a good root system and helps in- 
crease the bulbs themselves.

Second weekend 


Compost threnody. Novem- 
bers theme song is the rustle of 
newly dried leaves falling on the 
compost heap. It is a familiar 
enough tune to those who have 
learned their way around the cycle 
of the seasons. But we have a new 
note to sound here—two notes, in 
fact—one gently sibilant and one 
explosively raucous. The first note 
is supplied by a shovelful of dirt 

anything from ordinary loam to 
old compost—scattered over each 
new layer of leaves on the heap. 
As we have suggested before, tem- 
porary corrals of snow fencing or 
hog wire can be quickly set up in 
a secluded corner or under any 
big tree to accommodate the pure- 
ly seasonal leaf fall, leaving the 
main compost heap or heaps to 
the usual grist of garden wastes 
and grass clippings. The sprin- 
klings of earth (sand will not do) 
are designed not so much to settle 
the leaves—which trampling feet 
will accomplish much better—as 
to introduce the bacteria of de- 
composition into the leaf pile to 
hasten the breakdown of the foli- 
age when the fall and winter rains 
penetrate them. A handful of gen- 
eral fertilizer to each shovelful of 
loam will speed the process even 
more by providing readily avail- 
able nitrogen for the hungry bac- 
teria; which will not then be 
forced to take it from the leaves 
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themselves. Since there is nothing 


esthetically pleasing about a circle | 


of hog wire enclosing a soggy lay- 
er of half-rotted leaves in spring- 
time, anything you can do to get 
the mess into usable form quickly 
will be welcome. By this casual 
speed-up process, a large heap 
of mixed hardwood leaves can be

When a more complex system of zone control is used or when 
the thermostat controls summer cooling as well as heating, these 
principles will still apply.

In recent years, the outdoor thermostat has become an impor- 
tant addition to the indoor control system. In its simplest terms, ! 
the function of the outdoor thermostat is to eliminate the time lag by 
anticipating what the heating load will be. For example, the outdoor 


thermostat will sense a fall in outdoor temperature before the need 


for additional heat becomes known to the indoor thermostat, thus 
sending an early call for additional heat. The principles involved in 
locating an outdoor thermostat are similar to those outlined for in- 
door thermostats, but the application is much simpler.

KNOCKING NOISES occur when there is excessive water pressure in 

This extra pressure in the system is a result of careless 
AR eT TER nS EE | design. However, the knocking (called water hammer) can be 
lessened if faucets are turned off very slowly. Special units—an air 
chamber or a special shock absorber—may be added to the piping 
to reduce the vibrations set up by the knocking. 


These last two problems do call for extensive repairs. They occur 
more often in older homes, but even in new houses inadequate 
plumbing is sometimes found. Since plumbing lines run within the 
walls, repairs may be hard to complete without breaking into walls, 
floors and ceilings. Your best bet for enjoying a long-lived plumbing 


system is to buy the best fixtures your budget will stand and obtain 
the services of a competent plumbing contractor. 

How do you find one? Check with friends who have built or 
remodeled recently, or look for a contractor who handles a major 
brand of equipment. Since a bathroom fixture manufacturer is 
anxious for homeowners to be satisfied, the plumbing contractor 
who handles his product is selected with care.
